The new mobile hearing testing 
unit of the Michigan Association 
for Better Hearing, is now ready 
to go on tour of the state, m4 
"The unit, made possible by con- 
tributions of Michigan citizens to 
their local United Health and Wel. 
fare Fund campaigns, is designed 
to provide a quick, cheap method , 
for discovering hearing problems 
among large citizen groups who 
do not suspect they have hearing 
ttroubleg. 

The general public may receive 
a two-minute hearing test, made 
by gudiologist William K. Ickes. 
If the quick test indicates a prob- 
lem, an appointment is made for 
a longer, more comprehensive test 
so that serious hearing trouble 
fay be averted. This plan en- 
ables the unit to serve a large 
number of people in a short time 
and still provide more complete 
service to those who need it. 

Facilities of the unit are pra- 
vided without charge.
